The following account of the reasons that 
induced Capt. Speke to believe that Lake 


N’yanza was the source of the river Nile, 
(which in fact it proves to be) is taken from 
the April number of Harper’s Monthly, and is 
of interest in this locality as explaining (what 
many people do not yet understand) the cause 
of the saline propertics of our neighboring 
lake : 

Here in the heart of the continent is a great 
Inke of fresh water which must be supplied 
by many rivers. The water poured fato it 
must be carried off either by evaporation or 
by an outlet. Every stream bears with it 
more or less salts; pure water only is taken 
up by evaporation ; hence a lake filled by 

vers and emptied by evaporation only, must 
in time become salt, for all the saline matter 
received into it remains, while the surplus of 
fresh water is continually evaporated, A lake 
remains fresh only when its waters, with their 
saline solutions, are carried off by an outlet. 
The oeean is salt because the saline mutters 
powrss into it by all the rivers remain there. 

he Sea of Tiberias fed and filled by the Jor- 
dan is fresh because it is emptied by that 
river as fast as filled ; while the Dead Sea, 
fed by the same river, is intensely salt, be- 
cause. having no outlet, its surplus waters are 
carried off owls OF evaporation, leaving the 
salts bebind. aspian is salt, because it 
has no outlet ; the great Awerican lake: are 
fresh because their overplus of waters. plung- 
ing down Niagara, are carried off in the St.

An expedition under Col. Clayton, 
consisting of 1,000 infantry, three regi- 
ments of cavalry, and six pieces of 
artillery, reached Pine Bluff after a 
raid to Saline river where they e 
countered a force of rebels 3,000 strong.

If 
the Indians fail to make this concen- 
tration, heavy forces of cavalry will 
scour the country on both sides of the 
river, and after drivitg thé Indians 
into the inteyjor, will pareue them dur- 
ing the summer, and either force a 
battle or a peace. © 
It is recommended, therefore, to emi- 
grants by water, that they communi- 
cate with Gen. Sully, on the Upper 
Missouri river, and do not attempt to 
pass in advance of his forces until 
notified by him that it will be safe. 
As many as possible of the boats car- 
rying emigrants should go together, 
under some sort of organization. ; and 
it will be found judicious to protect 
the vulnerable parts of the boat, by 
inking them so as to be bullet-proof.

» "Phe bounties and pay which a soldier 
can obtain -Galifornia, are greater 
than th.any other State of the Union, 
and far greater than ‘soldiers eVer 
reccived in any age or country before 
this rebelliom broke out. The pay of 
a private soldier is now $13 per month. 
A bill is now before Congress to in- 
creage the pay to $18. Hf this bill 
should pass, a private soldier in Cali- 


. fornia will reccive $18 per month from 


the Government, in “‘greenbacks,” and 
in addition to that sum, $5 per month 
from the State of California, making 
thé pay equal, at the pre rates of 
gald, to about $27 in Government 
currency, In edditian to,thig monthly 
stipend, the General Government pays 
a bounty of about $400 to every volun- 
teer, and the State of California, in 
accordance with the provisions of a 
bill passed by the last Legislature, 
will pay him in addition $160 in coin, 
and if he be a discharged veteran, 
$300. We have here a total bounty, 
then, in the case of volunteers, of $560 
—part greenbacks and part coin, an 
for vetetana, of $700. 

‘Under these circumstances it is pos- 
sible that very little trouble will be 
experien in raisiug the 10,000 
troops which the Government is about 
to call upon us to organize for our own 
defense. If the required number ghonld 
not be ready atthe tinge upon which 
the Government may fix, a draft will, 
we presame; be ordered, and "then -no 
bounties will be paid cither by the 
Gencral Government or by the State.

Relying on the intelligence of the mass of 
the people, to counteract the evil influences 
and unpatriotic counsels of evil disposed and 
ambitious men, anxious to retain their hold 
on power and place, the soldiers of this com- 
mand are directed to abstain from retaliating 
in kind, for the real or fancied injuries receiyed 
at the hands of some of the people.
